Before leaving this city last night for 
Washington, Charles. M. Schwab, Di- 
rector General of the United States 
Emergency Fleet Corporation, said that 
it was his intention to speed up the 
Government's shipbuilding program. 

It was hoped, he said, to increase it 
by. at least: 50 and possibly 60 per cent. 
He added that he did not want to be in 
the- position of making. promises or of 
prophesying, byt simply desired to tell 
what it was planned to do. 

“ The vital necessity for ships we all 
realize,"” he said, “and I am in favor 
of increasing present plans so ‘that we 
will get 50 or.€0 per cent. greater ve⸗ 


sults. Of course to do that we would] 


have to enlarge the capacity of the 
plants building them, and there is no 
reason why that should not be done. 
We have the material and thé men, and 


‘we have the patriotic incentive to do 


the task. well." 

“ Now. is the time when we should 
build and not wait until later as we 
did lest year. We are going to employ 
every energy in increasing the coun- 
try’s tonnage. As soon as I saw the 


. necessity for more tonnage than we had 
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originally provided for I asked at once 
for greater facilities and I propose to 
have the work started before the Winter 
sets in. The demand for vessels is 
greater than was ever contemplated, 
and we should take advantage of the 
present season to get the work started. 
It is by doing ‘that that we are going 
to be able to add 60 per cent. more 
tonnage to the program and, further- 
more, put the hulls in the water.”’ 

In ‘line with the plan to speed up the 
ship building program, it was said that 

vessels of larger capdcity then some of 
these originally planned might be con- 
structed. The demand, Mr. Schwab 
said, was for all kinds of ships in the 
minimum of time. Asked whether he 
thought wooden ships were profitable to 
build for the transatlantic trade, Mr. 
Schwab said their construction was part 
of the plan to meet the demand. They 
met the emergency, he said, although, 
he added, wooden ships would not at- 
tract. capital as a permanent invest- 
ment. 

"There is no question of men and 
“material,’”” he continued. ‘Labor is 
nobly doing the work and will continue 
to do it. The men must be well housed 
and cared for. Of course, in working 
out the plan for increased. efficiency, 
the work will best be done where labor 
is to be found, and for this reason we 
uré scattering the work about. There- 


“ fore, I have paid particular attention to 


the plants where there is opportunity 
far enlargement.” 

“No matter how many ships. you 
build,””’ Mr. ‘Schwab continued, ‘“‘ they 
are useless unless there are engines, 
boilers, and accessories for them. The 
building of engines and accessories is 
therefore- of vifal importance and the 
work has not. been overlooked. We must 
enlarge our plans for engine building 
and the construction of accessories. 

**¥ do not contemplate. any trouble 
-{n obtaining the necessary steel. I be- 
lieve that production will increase to 
meet the demand. The two disturbing 

questions are those of fuel and trans- 
‘portation. Here, however, we are meet-

Director General Expected to 
* New Schedules Effect-

—— —— Say 13.—Estimates 
made today by. Railroad Administration 
officials iAdicatée that an incréadé 68 at 
least 25 per cenit. ff freight and passén- 
ger rates will be necessary this year to 
meet the higher costs of fuel, wages, 
equipment,’ and other operating -.ex- 
penses, now set at between: $600,000,000 
and $7560,000,000 more than last yeax. 

Recommendations that rates be raised 
by. approximately this percentage has 
been made to Director General McAdoo 
‘by his advisers. He is .expected to act 
within the next six weeks and to put 
increases. into effect Immediately. Ship- 
pers will be pe tted to appeal-to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission under 
the Railroads act, and final decision 
will be with. President Wilson. 

Such an inerease as is proposed would 
be’ the biggest in the history of Amer- 
ican railways, as. the percentage is 
larger than any ever sought by the rafl- 
ways under private management, and 
would apply alike to the entire country. 
Both class. and commodity schedules 
would: be affected. 

Rate experts of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. and the Railroad Ad- 
ministration are now at work on new 
schedules. Any increases to be ordered 
would be arranged in a manner to pre- 
servé rate relationship between com- 
munities and regions, officials said to- 
day, so that industries and commercial 
interests would be subject to the same 
degree of. rate competition as at pres- 
ent. Passenger fares would b& raised 
under the plan suggested to about 8 
cents a mile from the existing general 
tate of a little less than 2% cents. 

Increases May Yield $900,000,000. 

The proposed increases, it is estimated, 
would yield about $900,000,000—$700,- 
000,000 in freight and $200,000,000 in pas- 
senger revenues. This would leave a 
margin above the estimated increase in 
operating expenses eventually; but since 
the new rates would not go Into effect 
until the year was half over, their yield 
would fall several hundred million dol- 
lars short of meeting the expected def- 
icit this year. 

It is roughly’ estimated. by agate 
Administration officials that the roads 
this year will spend between $800,000,000 
and $350,000,000 more for wages than 
last year, between $120,000,000 and $150,- 
000,000 more for coal, and betweén $180,- 
000,000 and $250,000,000 more for cars, 
locomotives, rails, ties, terminal - facili- 
ties, barges for inland waterways, ahd 
other supplies and equipment. These 
figures may be lowered by later develop- 
ments; but officials who have studied 
the situation closely are inclined to be- 
lieve that they are more likely to waite 
higher.

AMSTERDAM, May 12.—Hardly have 
the Pan German shouts of relief and joy 
regarding the retirement of the alleged 
peace lover, Count Czernin, died down 
when his successor as Austro-Hungarian 
Foreign Minister, Baron Burian, has an- 
gered the Fatherland’s Junkers, who are 
now strongly protesting against another 
Austrian peace offensive. 

In a speech the other day Baron Burian 
said: 


“ It is to be hoped that -the Bucharest 


by. general negotiations Which wilt re- 
sult in giving a rest to the humanity of 
the> whole world, suffering after nearly 
four years of war. Our Ming has mass 
use of every possibility of peace, and 
today it is still his determination and 
willto utilize every opportunity to con- 
clude an honorable, lasting peace -by 
understanding. We are on the lookout 


for peace without being limited by cer- 
tain formulae.’* 

This naturally arouses Pan German 
ire, and the Tiagliche Rundschau, for 
example, asks if there is any connection 
between this new péace offensive and 
the attack on the German Chancellor by 
the July peace resolution party, an at- 
tack which, it thinks, would appear to 
have been designed to prepare the 
ground in Germany for Baron Burian’s 
coming action. 

The attack on the Chancellor referred 
to was that of Herr Erzberger the other 
day in.the Main Committee of the 
Reichstag, when, in a motion, after se- 
vere criticism of the Government, he de- 
manded inter alia that all political and 
economic questions in the East should 
only be dealt -with by the Chancellor on 
the lines previously decided upon. Erz- 
berger had considerable support in the 
committee .for this attack on the as- 
tounding magner in which the Govern- 
ment is abdicating its functions to the 
uncontrolled military authorities. The 
motion was eventually withdrawn, but 
it will probably come up again in an 
open sitting of the Reichstag. 

Von Payer, the Democratic Vice Chan- 
cellor, has let it be known that he will 
resign if the motion is persisted in. 
There is a great deal of crisis talk in 
political circles and Vorwirts throws 
over the Gofernment completely, to- 
gether with’ von Payer, who is accused 
of now supporting the military party 
against the Government. It refers bit- 
terly sto the deception caased in the 
Anasses of the people by the prophecies 
indulged in by all, up to the highest cir- 
cles, regarding an‘early and successful 
conclusion of the war, and says that the 
people now believe that the Pan Ger- 
mans and annexationists are thoroughly 
on top again.

The weather continues misty ‘and 
rainy.

AMSTERDAM, May 18.—The Ukra- 
nian Press Bureau has receivéd infor- 
mation from Odessa according to which 
the former Dowager Empress Maria 
Feodorovona and Grand Dukes Nicholas

Special dispatches from Moscow; pub- 
lished last’ Saturday, reported that the 
Dowager Empress had arrived at Kiev, 
the Ukrainian capital. This news was 
coupled with the statements that Gen- 
eral Skoropadski, the new Ukrainian 
Dictator, had been one of the pages of 
the former Empress, and that Grand 
Duke Dmitri Pavlovitch, who also was 
reported to be in Kiev, had taken a 
prominent part in the coup d'état by 
which the Ukrainian Rada was over- 
thrown and a Dictatorship established. 

The ex-Dowager Empress had been 
living {nthe Crimea in ‘straitened cir- 
cumstances since the Russian revolt- 
tion. ‘ 

Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholaievitch is 
the former Commander in Chief of the 
Russian armies and is regarded as the 
greatest of Russia’s military leaders. 
He joined in the general abdication of 
the Romanoffs and since is believed to 
have been living in retirement on his 
estate in the Crimea, although there 
have been various reports connecting 
him with royalist plots. 

Little has been heard of Grand Duke 
Alexander Michaelovitch since the ab- 
dication last year. It is probable, how- 
ever, that he has been living contin- 
uously in the Crimea. He is a brother- 
in-law of the former Emperor.

‘ BERLIN, May 18, (via London.)—The 
chief features of an agreement to 
strengthen the alliance between Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary have been 
laid down, says an official statement 
issued. here today in regard to the visit 
of Emperor Charles to. German Great 
Headquarters. The statement follows: 
‘‘Bmperor Charles visited Hmperor 
William at Great Headquarters on Sun- 
day. In addition to his personal suite, 
the Emperor was accompanied by For- 
eign Minister Burian, Field Marshal von 


Arz, Chief of the Genergl Staff, and 
Prince Hohenlohe, Austrian Ambassador 
at Berlin. Germany was represented by 
Chancelor von Hertling, Field’ Marshal 
von Hindenburg, General von Luden- 
dorff, Foreign Secretary von Kuhlmann, 
and Coun von Wogeli.

Pro- 
fessor said: 

“In order to raise the value of our 
securities, in order\to replenish our 
stock of raw materials, we must, since 
we can expect no considerable influx 
of foreign loans, promote our expo! 
Immediately after the war we 
shall have to re-establish. our~-export 
capacity on higher. level’ than before 
the war, since we shall more shen ever 
need ‘imports. 

. ‘First ‘and —— the export of 
goods: of high value. must ‘be promoted. 
| "The task of‘ promoting .exports is con- 
fronted witn the menace of serious im- 
pediments. I do not attach tragic im- 
portance tothe : threatened economic 


\war after the war. The hunger for 


goods will overcome every other con- 
sideration. Goods will be. bought 
wherever they are to be found. 

Wants Colonies for ‘Trade. 

A more serious danger; in my opin- 
ion, is the spirit of economic nationalism 
that has got abroad, especially in Eng- 
land, but graver still, in view of the 
universal -demand, is ‘the universal 
scacity of raw materials. The Aus- 
tralian zinc output has been bespoken 
by England for many years to come. 
Palm kernel -oil, too, has been made 
more difficult for us to obtain. 

‘““We have no choice, therefore, but 
to secure for ourselves considerable 


2olonies, capable of supplying us with 


raw materials. As an additional ex- 
pedient we should conclude . treaties 
providing for a supply of raw ma als 
on the model of the peace treatidS with 
Rumania and the Ukraine.” 

Urges Favored Nation Treaties. 


In’ von» Schulze-Gaevernitz’s opinion, 
the surest method of working up a new 
world connection is by means of most 
favored nation clauses, imposed as in 
the treaty of Frankfort with France in 
1871. Annexations may or may not be 
desirable, but from the point of view of 
Germany’s future in the world, he holds 
it is absolutely essential that no nation 
should have a preference over any other. 

‘‘'That,”’ he said, “is the, most im- 
portant war aim,.not only for Germany, 
but for all the nations interested in 
world economy—an equal place in the 
sun for everybody. But if Germany 
seeks equality of treatment, she must 
abandon the practice of dumping, which 
was so bitterly resented abroad. It 
should be to our own interest if we took 
sentiments and de- 


ternational authority that would be 
charged with securing the honest ob- 
servance of the most. favored nation 
rule. 

‘“‘If today we declare for such a sys- 
tem, we thereby encourage, as a glance 
at the foreign labor press shows, all 
those abroad who are in economic bond- 
age and whose_hostility to the palicy of 
exclusion makes them, in the ultimate 
resort, friends of peace. If we pursue 
this policy, then the triple tariff system 
goes by the board and with it the possi- 
bility of conciliating our allies by means 
of special preferences, but that is to our 
interest. 

MWo cannot ignore the fact that our 
enemies embrace nearly the whole world. 
We cannot shut ourselves off. The 
whole world must be told that Germany 
does not claim any trade preferences in 
Turkey and that all she seeks there i~ 
the maintenance of her own position and 
equal rights for all nations.” 

World Distrust of Germany. 

In conclusion, the Professor drew the 
following political moral of the times: 

“In formulating these wishes we must 
also inspire ourselves with the spirit 
from which springs the demand for the 
equal franchise, foy behind every ex- 
change of goods lie moral impondera- 
bilia. No treaty of peace can guard us 
against the rejection of our wares, and 
this without any breach of a formal 
stipulation regarding equal rights. The 
cultivation of sentiment is essential for 
the reconstruction of world economy. 

“We Germans can best promote the 
world economic sentiment that we need 
by identifying our political activity more 
prominently with the progressive de- 
mocratization of the classes which are 
less susceptible to international hatred. 
This we can surely achieve by. means of 
the so-called internal readjustment 
which is or ought now to be proceeding 
in Prussia. 

** Nothing has so estranged the world 
from us as our system of government 
hithérto. Every business man who has 
lived abroad has learned for himself 
that in this system of Government lie 
rooted the lack of sympathy and the 
mistrust which have confronted the Ger- 


man trader everywhere. There can be 
no doubt that the readjustment now in 
progress, which ought to spread from 
Prussia over the whole German Empire, 
possesses great economic importance, 
and that it is bound to make it easier 
for the German‘trader and for German 
goods to get back again into the world. *

Nothing-can ever be the same 
again as between the British peoples 
and the great nation which owns com-, 
mon ancestry, tradition, and speech 
with them... For the. first time they 
feel-and think and act alike and offer 
together a supreme sacrifice, It is 
indeed a great moment in history which 
sees the flag of Washington borne 
through London by armed. defenders of 
the honor of the United States in token 
of friendship and alliance.’ 

Theo Times says: ; 

“ The Kaiser and his advisers brought 
together English-speaking peoples more 
closely and more rapiély than the fond- 
est dreamers after more intimate rela- 
tions between them had dared to hope. 
That, as we ventured to_point out when 
the Presjdent called upon Congress to de- 
clare that Germany had made war upon 
the Republic, is an immense event in the 
history of the Old World and of the 
New—the greatest that has happened, 
except the war itself, since the French 
Revolution. It is having and will have 
complex and’ far-reaching consequences 
both for the British Empire and for the 
United States in, many spheres of 
thought and of activity.

One writer.sums up.the 
general opinion in this way: 

‘‘They have the cut of an infernally 
adequate lot of fighters.

Newspaper articles are illustrated with 
photographs of different stages of the 
march, an important place being given 
to the scene outside Buckingham Palace 
with King George standing beside 
Coloney Whitman and saluting the Amer- 
ican flag. 

‘The lesson for England and Amer- 
ica is plain,’’ says The Times, ‘‘ and 
there. is abundant proof that both un- 
derstand it. We have to stick it out 
and the Americans have to hurry up, 
and they are hurrying up splendidly.

In April of this 
year it had dwindled to about 268,000.

ons. Even if the submarines are able 
to maintain this rate, which officials 
doubt, the xn total would be. some- 
thing like 3,700,000 tons, or less than 
the estimated amount of tonnage. which 
the Shipping Board believes America 
will produce in the year. 

ng to. American production the 
output in Great Britain, France, and 
Japan, the Allies would gain for the 
year 8 e 2.000 tons, not 
countin or more tons of char- 
tered —— and Norwegian ships 
and requis itioned Dutch vessels. 

Officials emphasize the fact that these 
figures, while encouraging, do not fur- 
nish the margin of safety that is neces- 
sary, and there will be no relaxing of 
building efforts in any of the allied 
countries or in America. England’s 
outpnt thus far this year hag ‘not come 
up to expectations and the American 
yards have not turned out the tonnage 
anticipated, because of freight conges- 
tion and other causés, and renew ef- 
forts are neing made to make up these 

deficiencies.

LONDON, May 13.—Letters exchanged 
between Josephus Daniels, American 
Secretary of the Navy, and Sir Eric 
Geddes, First Lord of the British Ad- 





miralty, were made public today by the 
Admiralty. Secretary Daniels wrote: ; 

“Your reference to the splendid spirit 
of ,co-operation between the navies: of 
our countries and your warm praise of 
the officers and men of our navy have 
been most grateful to me and to all 
Americans. The brightest spot. in. the 
tragedy of this war is this. mutual ap- 
preciation. of the men in the naval 
service. 

** Our officers who have returned con- 
firm the statements of Admiral Sims; 
(Commander in Chief of the American 
naval forces in British waters,) of the 
courtesies and kindness shown in every 
way by the Admiralty and the cfficers 
of the British fleet. 

“*I had hoped to have the pleasure 
of visiting Great Britain and of per- 
sonally expressing this feeling of mutual 
working together, but the task here of 
making ready more and more units for 
the fleet is a very serious one, and my 
duty chains me here. 

‘“*The order in all the navy is full 
speed ahead in the construction of de- 
stroyers'and other craft, and the whole 
service is . keyed up to press this prg- 
gram forward. Therefore, I. shall. n 
have the pleasure, until this program 
shall materialize, of a personal ac- 
qvaintance and a conference which 
would be of such interest-and value.”’

| FRANCE, May 13.—When we swung 


into the road at daybreak the next morn- 


4 ing and continued the march north, 


much speculation went the rounds as to 
our destination. A.much debated ques- 
tion was as to whether our forces would 
be incorporated with Focth’s mobile re- 
gerve army and held in readiness for a 
possible counteroffensive, or whether we 
would be placed in one of the line armies 
Fahd assigned to holding a position in the 
path of the German push. But all this 
conjecture resulted in nothing more than 
passing time. 

Our way led over by roads and side 
lanes which the French master of circu- 
lation had laid down for us. Behind an 
active front, the French reserve their 
main roads for the use of fast motor 
traffic and the rushing up of supplies 
or reserves in cases of necessity. Thou- 
sands of poilus, too old for combat duty, 
do repair work. on those main arteries. 
All minor and slow-moving traffic is 
sidetracked to keep the main line clear. 
At times we were forced to cross the 


|main high roads and then we encoun- 


tered a forward and backward stream of. 
traffic to and from the front. 

At one of these intersections I sought 
a grass bank at the side of the road 
for a rest. Two interesting actors in 
this great drama were there before me. 
One was an American soldier wearing 
a blue brassard with white letters ‘‘M. 
P.” He was a military policeman on 
duty as a road marker, whose function 
is to regulate traffic and prevent con- 
gestion. 

French Girl in Khaki. 

Beside him was seated a peculiar- 
looking person whose knee-length skirts 
of khaki exposed legs encased. in wrap 
puttees. A motor coat of yellow leather 
and a visor cap of a British Tommy 
completed the costume. The hair show- 
ing beneath the crown of the cap was 
rather long and straight, but, betrayed 
traces of having been recently close- 
cropped. For all her masculine appear- 
ance, she was French, and the young 
road marker’was lavishing upon her 
everything he had gleaned in his fresh- 
man’ year of French in a Spokane high 
school. 

I offered my cigarette case around and 
was surprised when the girl refrained. 
That surprise increased when I saw her 


'! extract from a leatner case of her own 


a full-fledged black cigar, which she 
proceeded to light and smoke with gusto. 
When I expressed my greater surprise 
she increased the same by shrugging her 
shoulders prettily, plunging one guant- 
leted hand into 4° side pdécket and pro- 
ducing a pipé with a pouch of tobacco. 

There-was nothing dainty about that 
pipe. It had no delicate amber stem, 
nor circlet of filagreed gold. There was 
no meerschaum 'ornaméntation. It was 
just a good old Jimmy pipe, with a full- 
grown cake in a biack, burnt bowl, and 
a well-bitten, hard rubber mouthpiece. 
It looked like one of those that father 
used to consent to have boiled once in 
a year after mother had charged it with 
ruining the lace curtains. 

But she was a girl, and her name was 
Yvonne. A red-winged letter ‘A’ on 
her coat lapel placed her in the auto- 
mobile service and a motor ambulance 
at the roadside explained her special 
branch of work. She inquired the mean- 
ing of my correspondent’s insignia and 
then explained that she had drawn pas- 
telles for a. Paris publication before the 
war, but had been transporting wounded 
since. The French lesson proceeded and 
Spokane Steve and I learned from her 
that the longest wora In the French lan- 
guage is spelled ‘‘ unconstitutione}le- 
ment.“ Some day I hope both of us 
will be able to pronounce it. 

Spokane Steve “Compraws.” 

On the girl’s right wrist was a silver 
chain bracelet: with an identification 
disk. In response to our interested 
gaze she exhibited it to us, and upon 
her own volition informed us that she 
was a descendant from the same fam- 
ily as Joan of Arc. Steve heard and 
winked at me, with the remark that 
they couldn't pull any stuff like that on 
anybody from Spokane, because he had 
never heard that the Maid of Orleans 


| had been married. Yvonne must have un- 


derstood the last word, because she ex- 


i plained forthwith that she had not 
| claimed direct descent from the famous 


Jeanne, but only from the same family. 
Steve looked her in. the eye. and said 
“J'ai compraw.’’ She explained the 
meaning of the small gold and silver 
medals suspended from the bracelet.

Police and District Attorney's Of - 
fice Already Have Compiled a 
Census of These Undesirables. | 


The New York City campaign against 
the work-weary in this city will be di- 
rected from Police Headquarters, the 
District Attorney’s office, and from the 
offices of the Sheriffs of the various 
boroughs. Pending the issuance of a 


proclamation by Governor: Whitman, the 


city authorities contented themselves 
last night with preliminary work. 

It was said at Police Headquarters 
that Commissioner Enright will give the 
enforcement of the new law his personal 
attention. As soon as word was received 
of the signing of the bill, a large force 
of detectives, drawn largely from the 
Vagrancy Squad, was hustled out to 
check up the idlers. Cruising up and 
down Broadway and hobnobbing with 
the sojourners on street corners, the 
members of the new squad took what 
was practically a census of the Rialto’s 
drifting leisure class. When the law 
-goes into operation, all men who cannot 
give a good excuse for doing nothing 
will be haled before a Magistrate as un- 
desirable citizens. 

Assistant District Attorney Smith, who 
with a big force of men has been a regu- 
lar Sunday-morning visitor to the Ten- 
derloin, said yesterday that for several 
days his men had been compiling a call- 
ing list of Broadway characters wi 
well-established reputations as idlers. 
Mr. Smith said that he would look in on 
Broadway and its environs the moment 
the law allowed. He added that he 
would stage a big roundup of “ tango 
and lounge lizards, and; no matter how 
much money these idlers have, it 
wouldn’t help them.’’ 

Questioned about his enforcement of 
the new law, Sheriff Griffin of Kings 
County said that he merely: awaited 
the word.

500,000 and. 750,000 women. have .been 
killed in the war, according to Mrs. 
Inez Haynes Irwin, who spoke at the

men in the War Zone.”’ 


* “ These women owe-their deaths to !: 


Causes connected directly with the 
war,”’ said Mrs. Irwin. ‘* They have 
been killed in munition factories, have 
met with accidents directly behind the 
French and British lines have been 
killed by submarines, by bombs, and by 
other causes. This is the first war in 
which women have been nobilized as a 
gex behind their men in the fight, and 
the first time, therefore, they have 
been exposed to such risks.”’

CAMBRIDGE CITIZENS LOSE. 


F. D. Roosevelt Overrules Objections 
to Navy’s Use of the Common. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 13.—The 
use of Cambridge Common as a site for 
barracks for Naval Radio School stu- 
dents is a matter of military necessity, 
according to Franklin D. Roosevelt, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy, who con- 
sidered today a protest from citizens 
against the plan.

WASHINGTON, May 18.—The War 
Trade Board today announced that uh- 
til further notice licenses authorizing 
the exportation of postage stamps, rev- 
enue stamps, and other stamps of sim- 
ilar character, either canceled or un- 
canceled, might be granted for trans- 
mission only by registered or first-class 
mails, The parcel containing the stamps 
must bear, plainly marked on the wrap- 
per, the license number, the description 
of contents, and the name and address 
of the consignee, followed by the words;

18 SWEEPING RUSSIA (<2: 


Lady Muriel Paget Says Mob 
Rule Obtains in Most of 
‘the Cities. 


VOTED THERS is NO GOD 


Prayer Book Changed to Include 
“Peace on Earth Without 
Indemnitles.’’ 


Lady Muriel Paget, organizer of the 


.Angio-Russian Hospital, which in two 


years cared for enormous numbers. of 
wounded on the eastern front, arrived in 
New York yesterday on her way back 
to England. She left Kieff on Feb, 22 
with a Red Cross party and a group of 
Russian governesses, the usefulness of 
the hospital in Russia having ended 
with the cessation of hostilities. 

“Things in Russia have been getting 
worse,’ she said, ‘‘and present con- 
ditions present a picture of almost in- 
credible anarchy. But I hope that the 
Allies will stand by Russia and will te 
ready to aid her cordially and with 
good.will whenever she asks for help. 
That is the only way to counteract the 
Germaa influence that is everywhere 
prevalent. | / 

“Today nothing can be relied on in 
Russia except the power of fear and oc- 
casionally that of money. Just before I 
left the country it was believed that the 
Germans would be in Moscow in a few 
days. For a long time before, the por- 
ters, janitors, and servants had been 
surly and overbearing, and had refused 
to work; but on the report that the Ger- 
mans would soon arrive they began to do 
their work again, and were once more 
respectful. They appeared to feel in- 
stinctively what the Jermans would 
make them do. 

“Our hospital at Petrograd—we had 
two field hospitals and a motor ambu- 
lance train besides—was much _ dis- 
organized when I-returned to it in June, 
1917; after a six months’ stay, because 
it was. being managed by a committee 
of orderlies. The rule of committees 
was the general Bolshevist practice and 
often it had strange workings. One of 
our hospital orderiies, for instance, was 
a very skillful carpenter, and .conse- 
quently did all the repair work. The 
committee, however, decided that this 
was favoritism, so they brought him 
back to cleaning windows and scrub- 
bing floors, and the carpentry had to 
go undone. 


Decided There Was Neo God. 


** Stories of the revolutionary changes 
made by committees were heard every- 
where. On one of the ships of the Black 
Sea fleet a committee was formed to 
decide whether or not there wags a God. 
They deliberated, heard both sides.:of the 
argument, and finally pronounced the 
judgment that there was no God; and 
the Chaplain was accordingly dismissed. 
At another place a committee was ap- 
pointed to revise the prayerbooks of the 
Church. For the phrsse ‘ Lord God,’ 
they substituted ‘ President God of the 
Heavenly Republic,’ and they made the 
Christmas service read, ‘Glory to God 
in the highest, and on-earth peace with- 
out annexations and indemnities, and 
good will to men.’ 

“There is a marvelous simplicity and 
unconcern about the Russians. On a 
tramcar in Petrograd one of thé passen- 
gers was caught in the ‘act of picking 
another passenger's pocket. A commit- 
tee was formed which promptly found 
him guilty and bound him’hand and foot. 
When the tramcar came to the Neva the 
committee stopped it, took the thief off, 
and threw him off the bridge into the 
river; then the car started up again, and 
the conversation went on undisturbed.

“ The most pitiful thing, however, was 
the case of the refugee officers whom 
I have mentioned. Before the Bolshe- 
vist attack the Rada had threatened 
these men with. death if they refused to 
attach themselves to its side. They pro- 
tested that they wanted to go on with 
the war against the Germans, and the 
Rada finally made them some sort of 
promise that lesséned their suspicious 
attitude. But they did not take sides; 
the matter had gone no further than 
enrolling them all and giving them 
Patses to go about the city when the 
Bolsheviki attacked. After Kiev was 
captured the Bolsheviki found this list, 
and. purely on the 8579 of it they 
hunted down some 2,600 of these officers 
and had them shot. It was pitiful to 
see them marching very gallantly to 
their fate, their last salute coming from 
British officers who saw the procession 
passing in the street. 

“At the time there seemed to be a 
good deal of antipathy between the 
Germans and Austrians, and it was 
generally felt that the Austrians were 
backing the Rada_and the Germans the 
Bolsheviki. German propaganda, how- 
ever, was ‘everywhere, in every town, 
on —** train. It was impossible to 
escape its influence, and it was cer- 
tainly responsible for a very eat deal 
of the , trouble, But the krainian 
peasants were. burning their grain 
rather than let the Germans get it, and 
I think they will remain unyielding in 
their hostility to the enemy.

The Home 
of the Free’”’ have survived “‘ Salome ” 
at the Comedy Theatre. Oscar Wilde's 
tragedy was last night replaced by two 
one-acters from local talent, and the re- 
sult was a bill in the more usual. man- 
ner of the Washington Square .Com- 
pany.

In ‘‘ The Rope,’’ Eugene O'Neill, while 
still keeping in sight of-the sea, departs 
from the virile if broken sea characters 
of ‘‘ Bound East for Cardiff ’’ and “In 
the Zone.’’ We have here a study main- 
ly of landsmen and degenerates. The 
play opens with thé crooning and gib- 
bering of an idiot child, and progresses 
to the senile dementia of her grand- 
father. The other characters are harsh, 
sordid, and jarring, with a single roy- 
stering and thieving sailor lad to lend 
the touch of salt-sea frankness. , 

The central figure is the grandfather, 
a queer but not unconvincing blend of 
libertine, pietist, miser, and benefactor. 
The rope of the title is a noose which 
he has suspended in the barn, with the 
amiable intention that hig son, . the 
sailor lad, shall hang himself in it when 
he next returns from the sea. What 
his precise motive maybe is not quite 
clear, except that it is mad. The gon 
is so shocked when he discovers the re- 
eeption planned for him that he sets 


about robbing the old man of his hoard. 
But the idiot daughter attempts to 
swing on the rope with her hands and a 
bag of gold tumbles upon her, which 
she scatters by handfuls in the sea. So 
perhaps, after all, the old man meant 
“to be quite generous with the sailor boy. 

The play has the vigor of all r. 
O’Neil’s sketches, but it lacks the 
Singleness and bigness of motive which 
‘distinguishes his work at its best. The 
performance was chiefly remarkable for 
the acting of Whitford Kane as the 
demented old man.

FEDERAL TAX REFORM. 

The talk at Washington regarding 
the revision of the Federal tax law is 
about the effect upon the campaign 
and the condition of the Treasury’s 
It is said that the provision 
for the Government's expenses is s0 
ample that there is no need of more 
funds, and even a chance of reducing 
taxes rather than raising them. More 
money was appropriated than could be 
spent, and that is a mistake which 
should not be repeated. 

Such suggestions may be admitted, 
and yet there are other considerations 
which are weightier. The taxpayers 
should be consiflered as well as -the 
Treasury.. The taxes to be paid next 
year will be on the business of this 
year, and business should have the op- 
portunity to conduct itself with regard 
to the tax laws. Much of the trouble 
under the present law arises from the 
fact that the legislation was without 
‘reference to the business which. earned 
the taxes. There was not enough 
notice to enable the accounts to be kept 
so as to comply with the law, with 
justice to the Treasury and conven- 
ience to the taxpayers. The legislation 
was not in time to enable business to 
conform itself economically to the tax 
requirements. That is part of the ex- 
planation why large business opera- 
tions are embarrassed for cash for 
taxes. Their resources are ample, but 
they are in the business, not in money, 
except in the most forehanded cases. 
Concerns which must pay from a 
guarter to more than half of their 
profits in taxes should have foreknowl- 
edge of what the laws will be. , 

As the matter stands, Federal taxes 
must be paid either under the present 
admittedly imperfect laws. or “under 
laws passed now. The defects of the 
present laws are apart from the neces- 
sities of the Treasury, and they burden 
business by more than the amount of 
the. taxes. The method of taxation 
needs reform more than the Treasury 
needs money. The postponement of 
tax legislation would prevent the ac- 
commodation of this year’s business to 
the new laws, and would compel Con- 
gressmen to confront their constituents 
with confession of error unrepented 
and unamended. The'political bearing 
of new tax laws is relatively unim- 
portant, but, so far as it is to be con- 
sidered at all, it should promote im- 
mediate rather than deferred action. 
The wish to adjourn is natural, and is 
beneficial so far as it promotes tax 
legislation on tax considerations. 

If the desire is merely and only to 
lay taxes so as to keep the Treasury 
and taxpayers both easy and com- 
fortable, the task {s much easier than 
to tax profits punitively, or to gather 
taxes sectionally, or to use taxes to 
remedy soctal inequalities or inequities. 
If Congress will keep its mind on 
taxes when it is making tax laws, there 
need be little ‘trouble about speedy ad- 
journment. Congress knows how to 
avoid errors so recently committed, 
and the prospect of bettering the laws 
is good in proportion that the effort 
is near to the fault. Postponement 
until after the Fall elections would be 
postponement until after a mandate 
had been given which could not be 
executed by the lawmakers then 
chosen. Nobody would wish tax revi- 
sion to be postponed until the next 
Congress meets. The revision should 
be by the present Congress, and. by it 
better before election than after it— 
better for Congress, better for the 
Treasury, better for. taxpayers. 


THE LIBERTY LOAN DISCOUNT. 

The Liberty bonds issued at the 
highest interest rate have made the 
worst record regarding their market 
price. Before the total subscribed is 
known, the discount on the first day’s 
trading, to a total of $3,538,000, is a 
minimum of 98.40. Yesterday they 
sold below 98, and the bonds converti- 
ble into them sold below 95. That is 
of no consequence if it is understood, 
but it is not likely that the 17,000,000 
subscribers who are owners of national 
bonds for the first time perceive why 
they should be asked to pay more 
than the market would give the Gov- 
ernment. Even though they may be 
indifferent to the amount of their ap- 
parent loss, and willing to take it for 
the sake of patriotism, for the same 
reason they do not like to think that 
they are shaved in the money market 
by those who did or do nothing for 


‘Government. They would not be if the. 


bonds were issued on terms which 
made a distinction between those who 
provided funds for the Government 
and those who provide funds for the 
relief. of those who overburdened 
themselves with Liberty bonds for a 
mixture of reasons, good and bad. 

It is apparent that there is a dif-

| tentions: 


—— the original subscribers and with 
those who buy the bonds at a discount. 
The original subscribers sold the Gov- 
-ernment ten-year money. Those who 
buy at, a:discount do. nothing for the 
Government, but provide themselves 
with a call loan, or practically cash 
carrying interest, at their own risk 
of profit or loss. There is no privity 
of contract between the buyers or 
sellers in the market and the Gov- 
ernment, and the Treasury is under no 
obligations to use its sinking fund for 
their benefit. The*Treasury is under 
special obligation to those who pro- 


vided funds below the market rate, 


and who find that they need their 
money back. Nobody can need it back 
before the bonds are issued and paid 
for, and, therefore, there is no reason 
why the sinking fund should be used 
now. Besides, it is clear that the 
sinking fund would not be equal to 
sustaining a market of several millions 
each day, and which it is desirable 
should be larger rather than smaller. 
Abroad market at a suitable discount 
is better for the holders of the bonds 
than a narrow market at a somewhat 
higher price. It would be of great 
value to all if the market for Liberty 
bonds were such that millions could 
be sold without a quiver, or with a 
range within a small fraction. 

This will come about in due season. 
The market will stabilize itself at its 
own par when its own action deter- 
mines what that par is. The same re- 
sult could be reached more easily and 
quickly if the Treasury could find 
some way to assure original subscrib- 
ers that they could relieve their neces- 
sities more cheaply through the assist- 
ance of the Treasury than by applica- 
tion to the money market. . The first 
step would be to draw the distinction 
between the par of the bonds and the 
par of the money market. Bonds 
issued at a fictitious par must find 
their market par. The market par 
is not patriotic.. The subscriber’s par 
is patriotic, and indifferent to the dis- 
count.. The Treasury is not concerned 
with the market par, but is concerned 
to preserve the patriotic spirit which is 
indifferent to the discount, and would 
be more enthusiastic if that were not 
necessary. The Treasury cannot im- 
pose a fictitious par upon the money 
market, but it might preserve par for 
the original subscribers, leaving the 
market price to take care of itself.

TOO MUCH TO BELIEVE. 

It is probable that most people who 
read attentively the report of GrorGr 
CREEL’s address on Sunday night be- 
fore the open forum of the Church 
of the Ascension read it with con- 
stantly growing surprise, and that 
the feeling left with them at the end 
was. one of positive disquiet. Mr. 
CREEL, at the close of his address, 
answered questions from the audience 
concerning the policies of the Admin- 
istration, and answered them as if he 
were the authorized spokesman of the 
Administration. Some of the ques- 
tions were searching ones, like " Why 
‘does America object to Japan enter- 
“ing Russia?” and ‘“‘ Why does not 
“the Government suppress the Hearst 
“newspapers?’’ Offhand and glibly, 
Mr. Crem. answered, and without 
the least reticence; nor was there 
anything in his words to indicate that 
he was not standing before that au- 
dience as the other self of the Pres- 
ident. For instance, the question 
about why “the Government ”—the 
Government, mind—does not suppress 
the Hearst newspapers was answered 
by Mr. Creeu as if he were “the 
Government”: , 

In the first place, I do not believe 
in the suppression of anything. * * * 

So, when asked concerning Mr. 
RoosEveiT’s activities, he replied in 
the same manner: 

I tell you quite frankly that I would 
regret deeply if anything were done 

to rob us of Mr. Roossvert’s criti- 
cism..* @ © 

“Us!” Asked concerning the sup- 
pression of the Lusitania memorial 
meeting in NewYork City in 1916, 
he used the same tone exactly: 

That was the work of your New 


‘ 


York police, and I do not assume re- 
sponsibility for them. * * * 

When he was asked why America 
objected to Japan’s entering Siberia, 
he made no reservations; he answered 
straightforwardly on behalf of the 
Government: “ Because we feel,” &c. 
He even gave & little advance news 
about the Government’s taxation in- 
“The rich man is going to 
“ be taxed higher and higher, until he 
“will have but little left.” 

Now, while Mr. Cree. was thus 
openly assuming the post of official 
spokesman of the Administration, he 
did not assume to be spokesman for 
the whole Government. He spoke 
with perfect assurance and confidence 
for the executive branch, but as soon 
as any other branch of the Govern- 
ment was mentioned he ceased to as- 
sume responsibility and ceased to 
appear as possessing perfect knowl- 
edge. This makes it impossible to 
conjecture that Mr. CREEL’s confidént 
way of speaking is merely a manner- 
ism. He speaks confidently for the 
Administration because he does count 
himself, or wishes others to count 
him, as the voice of the Administra- 
tion; but when another branch of the 
Government is asked about, he does 
not pretend to any special knowledge. 
For example, asked a question about 
Congress, he replied: 

I don’t like: slumming, so I won't 

explore the heart of \Congress:for you. 

It cannot be possible that Mr. Cruz. 
is really the President’s spokesman, 
or that, if he is, he is authorized to 
go about the country baring the Pres-

somebody who had helped to make 
the day. notable, even in a city that has 
seen millions of other troops starting off 
for the war: ‘‘ Your people’s hearts seem 
to be as big as the streets are broad. 
We had to leave New York without a 
cheer, and. this makes up for it.’’ 

That statement, though all right in it- 
self, may have given a wrong impression 
to the readers of the London paper that 
printed it—may have seemed to imply 
that we do not care very much about 
our soldiers over here and are not much 
interested in their movements. 

. Of course this soldier and all the oth- 
ers in the American uniform know bet- 
ter than that, and they also know’that 
the reason why they ‘‘ leave New York 
without a cheer ’’ is because they march 
to the ships in the dead of night, and 
that: the exact date of their embarkation 
and start for “‘ over there ’’ is carefully 
concealed, even from their relatives and 
closest friends. What New York would

ding our men good-bye as they steam 
toward the east and the greatest of 
Great Adventures is shown plainly 
enough by the welcome it accorded to 
the little company of Americans sent 
back here from the firing line in France 
to take part in the Liberty Loan cam- 
paign. 

There was no lack of * heart ’’ in that 
yeception, and there would be cheers 
a-plenty for every departing regiment if 
it were not so highly expedient that the 
Germans on land and under the sea 
should be kept, as much as possible, un- 
informed as to all details in regard to 
these sailings. In London the situation 
is quite different. The journey thence 
to France, thanks to the British Navy, 
is practically safe from any dangers 
more terrible than the ordinary woes of 
a Channel passage.

Parting may be a sweet sorrow, some- 
times, but we know too well what awaits 
our soldiers on the other side not to

If they are, they have suffered 
a strange sea change from what they 
were at home. What passes for so- 
lemnity may be merely the result of 
having had less expérience than a good 
many other soldiers in marching through 
great crowds of intently watching peo- 
ple on whom it was necessary to make 
@ good impression. Naturally, they 
would mind their steps with thoughtful 
care, and not trust the subconscious 
to direct ‘them, as veterans would in 
Mke parades. ; 

Besides, all good stories should be ac- 
cepted as true—that on general prin- 
ciples. Literature, and history, too, 
would go to smash if it were not done.

AVIATION CASUALTIES. 


The Men or the Machine at Fault In 
the Training Camps? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your issue of this date you have an 
article entitled ‘‘Too Many Fliers 
Killed,’’ in which you speculate on the 
cause of the large number of deaths 
among aviators at the training camps. 
The frequency of these deaths, your ar- 
ticle says, ‘‘ gives excuse for something 
between a suspicjon and a belief that the 
care taken in selecting pupils for these 
schools is not what it might be. * * ©” 

You may be right, but other persons 
who have remarked the large number of 
fatal accidents have been wondering if 
it is pogsiblé' thaf there ‘canbe some- 
thing the mattér with some of the ma- 
chines themselves. Accidents of the 
sort that happen to the young Amer- 
icans who are beginning their training 
are also happening to the experienced 
men who are doing: the teaching—mem- 
bers of the Royal Flying Corps, &c. 
These experienced men have stood the 
test of practical work, some of them for 
many months,’ under war conditions. 

From this is seemg, possible that the 
disproportionately large number of 
deaths is due to something other than 
the personnel; possibly to some mechan- 
ical factor not absolutely under the ‘con- 
trol of the beginning fliers and their 
teachers. The obvious thing is to sug- 
gest that German agents, every now and 
then, succeed in tampering with the 
mechanism of some machine, either in the 
factory or after it has left the factory. 
Instances of German activity of a simi- 
lar nature will immediately come to the 
minds of many readers. While the Sen- 
ate is investigating the airplane situa- 
tion it might not be amiss if this mat- 
ter, too, were looked into. I trust that 
THe Times, which has called attention 
to the large number of deaths, will keep 
on calling attention to it until the real 
cause, whatever it may be, is discovered 
and abolished. D. R. M.

To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

There appeared in your issue of the 
lith inst., an account of a meeting 
held in Carnegie Hall the previous even- 
ing for the avowed purpose of express- 
ing sympathy with the overthrown rev- 


Olutionary Red Government of Finland, 


euphoniously styled the ‘ Provisional 


Revolutionary Government of the Peo-|- 


ple’s Republic of Finland,” and of wel- 
coming to these shores, on behalf of 
the American Socialist Party, the first 
accredited representative of the first 
National Socialist Government in the 
world’s history. 

It is @ matter of congratulation that 
your reporter did not fall into the error 
of styling the gathering a “ Finnish 
mass meeting,’’ as it had been an- 
nounced, for the most casual observer 
who had ever come into personal con- 
tact with the natives of Finland needed 
only a cursory. glance around the vast 
hall, crowded from floor to dome, to 
perceive that the Finng were con- 
spicuous by their almost complete 
absence, that nation being represented 
almost solely by the women ushers on 
the floor and the Finnish mixed choir 
and musical trio. 

’ Theaddress of M. Santeri Nuorteva’ was 
of far more importance than that of Mr. 
Hillquit, for the reason that the speaker 
was better acquainted with his facts. 
And herein lies my chief justification 
for this letter of protest on behalf of the 
many thousands of outraged Finlanders 
in the United States and elsewhere who 
object to seeing Mr. Nuorteva arrogate 
to himself with seeming impunity the 
right to speak for the Finnish people, 
and publicly pervert the facts of recent 


history in the late Grand Duchy when- 


ever it suits his purposes so to do. 

In his réle as special pleader for the 
lamblike Red Guard, whom a maleficent 
world has persisted jin painting in gory 
hues, Nuorteva ‘perpetrated his first 
bland speciosity when, at the outset of 
his speech, he referred to the Finnish 
revolutionists—I quote from my notes 
taken at the meeting—as “ those strug- 
gling for the same thing for which we 
have been. fighting,””: the “we’’ sup- 
posedly standing in this instance for the 


people of the United States in their bat-, 


tle for freedom. This entirely. false 
picture of the Red Guard as the only 
genuine democratic party in Finland, 
struggling to maintain the rights of the 
downtrodden proletarians against a 
ruthless aristocracy in league with Ger- 
man militarism, is so grotesque that one 
would dismiss it with a. scornful laugh 
did not such monumental chicanery aim 
at concealing a national tragedy fully 
as ghastly and {In many of its features 
as bestial as that of either Belgium or 
Serbia. 

I’ have not space in a letter such as 
this to go into the question at as great 
length as the subject deserves, but must 
refer those of your readers who are in- 
terested in the full truth to my article 
on ‘*The Tragedy of Finland’’ in the 
forthcoming number of The, Outlook. 
Suffice it here to say that the pretense 
set up by Messrs. Hillquit and Nuorteva 
in Carnegie Hall, in common with that 
of their Bolshevist apologists and ad- 
herents, that. the Red Guard-were the 
upholders and champions in Finland of 
ordered liberty ‘and democracy, against 
the oppression of. a fetddal aristocracy 
in league with capitalism and German 
militarism, isan absolute, deliberate, 
conscious falsehood, put out with the 
express purpose of misleading American 
public opinion, and concealing the facts 
of the many months of awful, sickening 
atrocities committed by the armed Red 
Guard—armed by the Russian Bolshevist 
Government after that Government had 
previously formally recognized the in- 
dependence of the new Finnish Republic 
—with the active assistance of the un- 
disciplined hordes of Muscovite soldiery 


let loose throughout the length and 
breath of the unhappy land, upon’ ah 
unarmed. and helpless populace, mer- 
chant and petty storekeeper, land- 
owner and simple peasant, householder 
and domestic’ servant, indiscriminately. 

. To those who show a hot unnatural 
reluctance to believe that human nature 

can sink to such unredeemed sloughs of 
—— in this supposed age of ad- 
vanced civilization, we who are only 
too familiar with the heartrending facts 
need but point silently to hundreds of 
verified individual instances. 

Santeri Nuorteva is a fluent and ef- 

fective speaker, but his eloquence is far 
more notable than his strict addiction. to 
the. truth. Among his misstatements at 
the Carnegie Hall meeting were the as- 
sertions that in the old Four Estate Djet 
no manual worker had the right to vote 
for the Order of the Burgesses; that in 
1905 the decisién of the Finnish Landt- 
dag in favor of a reform to the One- 
Chamber system was brought about by 
the Red Guard surrounding the Diet 
House and refusing to allow any repre- 
sentative to leave until he had voted for 
that reform; that the class struggle in 
Finland was so keen that the working 
classes were never allowed to hold their 
own meetings by the ruling bourgeois 
caste; that the White Guard forces are 
officered by Germans and are the ser- 
vants of Berlin military schemers; and 
the fable that a Finnish Socialist had to 
feign allegiance to the ruling class till at 
the end of two years he was able to buy 
a plot of land, and could then, and not 
till then, turn around and hand the land 
over to the Socialist party to serve them 
for building purposes! 
‘Of far different complexion are the 
facts with regard to Finland. Even un- 
der the somewhat antiquated system of 
the Four Estates, Finland was perhaps 
the most essentially democratic State in 
the world, with no marked extremes of 
wealth or poverty; and with public ser- 
vants of a combined capacity and in- 
tegrity whose equal was hard to find 
in any other Government, large or small. 
In 1897, before the Socialist party had 
even come into being in Finland, Sena- 
tor Leo, Mechdlin, in the old House of 
Nobles, urged woman suffrage; and in 
1905 the equal franchise bill was passed 
by unanimous consent of all parties. 
The very plot of ground on which the 
present Socialist headquarters at Bro- 
holm stands was given by the munici- 
pality of Helsingfors to the Helsingfors 
Trades Unions, wholly without refer- 
ence to party affiliations or political or 
social propaganda. 

In conclusion, it is pertinent to the is- 
sues at stake that not once in the course 
of the evening's proceedings at the Car- 
negie Hall meeting did one of the Social- 
ist special pleaders so much as allude 
to the. report of American Consul 
Haynes at Helsingfors, cabled to Wash- 
ington on May 1, in which the official 
American representative in Finland 
speaks categorically of the ‘ overthrqw 
of legal authority and the rampant 
anarchy by the Red Guardists,’’ and 
stigmatizes it as the one cause of the 
forced appeal of the White Guard or 
Constitutional Government for assistance 
from Germany in the way of’ arms, 
after Sweden had weakly declined. 

Those who are interested in the full 
facts of thé: complex situation . thus 
created, I may again state, will find 
them set ‘forth in my-article, already 
mentioned as about to appear in this 
week's Outlook, and written long before 
Consul Haynes's: report was forwarded. 
They can then come to their own con- 
clusions as to how far either Nuorteva 
or Hillquit can be trusted as exponents 
of* either Finnish history, whether past 
or present, ‘or Finnish institutions and 
ideals.

DRAFT ACTS COMPLETED. 


Compromise Reached on Exemption 
of Certain Students. ° 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—Final steps 
toward completion of legislation amend- 
ing the selective service law were 
taken today by Congress. A complete 
agreement was reached by Senate and 
House conferees on the bill extending 
the law to youths attaining their ma- 
jority since last June. The dispute over 
exemption of theological and medical 
students from. registration was com- 
promised with the adoption of a pro- 
vision exempting them if actually en- 
rolled when the act is signed, but re- 
quiring registration of those who enter 
schools afterward. The provision plac- 
ing new registrants at the bottom of 
eligible lists was retained. 

The conference report was adopted 
after considerable debate, in which a 
number of Senators denounced elimina- 
tion from another bill already passed 
of the plan to give States credit for 
volunteers. Senator Johnson: of Cali- 
fornia said elimination of the provision 
Penalized enthusiastic States. Senator 
Phelan of California said he would cir- 
culate a petition asking President Wil- 
son not to approve the measure. Sena- 
tor Pomerene of Ohio said he would 
prepare a substitute plan. | 

The bill changing the basis of draft 
quotas from State populations to the 
number of men in Class 1 was signed 
late today by Vice President Marshall 
and Speaker Clark and sent to President 
Wilson for his approval. This measure

FEW CHANGES INDICATED 


Some Members Insist Commerce and 
Reserve Boards Should Be 
Exempted from Control. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, ‘May 18.—The House 
today began consideration of the Over- 
man Co-ordination Dill, with the inten- 
tion of yoting upon it tomorrow. Little 
interest .was manifested, Republicans 
making only. perfunctory . opposition. 
They will urge that it be amended to 
exempt the Interstate. Commerée Com- 
mission and the Feedral Reserve Board 
from its provisions, but indications are 
that the bill will be passed in virttally 
the form in which it came from ‘the 
Senate. 

Representatives Longworth and Fess 
of Ohio and Walsh of Massachusetts 
made speeches demanding the exclusion 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
and -the Federal Reserve Board from” 
the agencies of the Government which 
can be controlled by the President under 
the bill. 

Representative Webb of North Caro- 
lina, as Chairman of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, sponsored the bill and explained 
its provisions. He said he would object 
to a provision requiring the President 
to report to Congress on every change 
made. 

“There is‘no unusual power granted 
in this bill,” he said. ‘I canndt un- 
derstand how gentlemen will complein 
of the power we grant here when they 
have already within the last twélve 
months voted to give the President a 
thousand times greater and more im- 
portant power to exercise at his discre- 
tion. It will not do for men who voted 
to conscript two or three million of the 
boys of the country, to be turned over 
to the direction of one man, to say now, 
‘While I voted to trust all of 
boys in his care, I am not willing. to 
trust him with the co-ordination of a 
few of the executive functions of the 
Government of the United States.’ 

“‘In the Food Control bill we gave the 
President far greater power than it is 
Froposed to give him in this bill. Con- 
gress, in the Food bill, turned over to 
one man the power practically to starye 
the United States if he were a bad man 
and wanted to do it; to stop absoluteiy 
all exportation of manufactured or raw 
material produeed in this country. You 
put it in his discretion to say what 
articles shall or shall not be exported 
or. received. Let us not strain at gnats 
and swallow camels.” 

Mr. Webb said there was much dupli- 
cation in the Government. ‘I think the 
whole Government,” he declared, 

‘ought to be gone over with a fine 
tocth comb by some splendid efficienoy 
board, and a comprehensive recommen- 
dation made to this Congress, so that 
duplication may be avoided. Why have 
six or eight auditors in the various de- 
partments, each doing the same work 
that other departments ere doing?"

CUT TRAVEL TO COAST. 


Curtallment of Traine Trains Expected to 
Save $18,000,000 a Year. 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—Director 
General McAdoo today ordered curtail- 
ment of transcontinental passenger 
schedules from Chicago west, effective 
June 2, to save 11,728,000 train miles a 
year, by eliminating competition and 
cutting down running schedules. The 
curtailment, with reductions previously 
made, is expected to result in a saving 
of about $18,000,000 a year. 

Under the new arrangement the Santa 
Fé will be the principal road carrying 
passenger traffic frém Chicago to Log 
Angeles, the Chicago & Northwestern, 
Union Pacific, and Southern Pacific to 
San Francisco, the Burlington. &-North- 
ern Pacific to Portland, Ore., and the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul to Se- 
attle. 

Fast trains will make the trip to all 
four Pacific Coast terminals in séven- 


ty-two hours and secondary trains’ in’ 


seventy-eight hours. Extra f; now 
charged on a few fast trains will be 
eliminated.

‘‘The work of the Red Cross in Italy 
has been wonderful. No one knows what 
would: have happened to, the miserable 
thousands, even hundreds of thousands, 
after the horrible — disaster last 
Fall if it had not been ‘for the succor 
of the Red Cross. For days after that 
catastrophe—the greatest of. the whole 
war—the refugees came streaming 
through here, penniless, hungry, women 
and children half naked, battered, and 
wounded. Just then it was a problem 
as to what should become of them, but 
the Red Cross solved that problem al- 
most aS soon as it came up, and today 
there is no perceptible suffering or pov- 
erty in the whole kingdom. 

>I can say this without doubt, as I 
have just returned from a week’s leave 
to Rome and Naples, in -both cities 
spending: all of my 
around among the people and talking 
with them. As a result, I can say with 
perfect assurance that there is no sign 
among the people of any omien of trouble 
internally. Which is more, I imagine, 
than can be said of the people of Ger- 
many.’ .

PRAISES AMERICANS 
FOR WAR RELIEF WORK 


Ex-Head: of French Sanitary Serv- 
_ ice. Says Oar Wounded Will 
BeWell Cared For” 


Accompanied by several members of 
the French Army Medical Corps, Justin 
Godart, former Frénch Assistant Sec- 
retary of War in charge‘of the Sanitary 
Service, left for Washington last night 
to take part in conferences with Sur- 
geon Generdl Gorgas of the army and 
other American medical authorities, in 
furtherance, M. Godart said yesterday, 
of the already active co-operation, unity 
of plan and technique that existed be- 
tween the medical services of the two 
countries. 

At the invitation of the American Red 
Cross he will tour the country during 
the Red. Cross drive for funds, em- 


phasizing, he said, the need of ever- 
increasing effort to meet the demands 
of an allied army constantly enlarging 
in magnitude. : 

“The French medical service,” he said, 
‘-is rapidly approaching perfection. The 
practical experience the war has given 
to the medical and surgical sciences has 
made for unheard of strides in both 
branches. It is a fact that, at the 
present time, 94 per cent. of French 
wounded soldiers are returned to the 
front after the best possible treatment; 
that the remaining .6 per cent, the bad- 
ly wounded, men disabled through the 
loss of limb or injury to vital organs, 
are enabled to continue of service to 
the country — civilian pursuits. 

‘‘The three years of war has given 
this experience, is ability to so cope 
with every situation as it arises, that 
the French Government is well satis- 
fied with its medical branches. To the 
end that American surgeons and physi- 
cians now in France might gain the 
fullest knowledge from the French Med- 
ical Corps, every important conference 
in which medical matters are discussed 
has been attended by American Army 
surgeons now in France. 

You have wonderful physicians here 
in this country, and the treatment 
your soldiers will receive from their 
own medical officers at the front will 
be unsurpassed. The ambulance serv- 
ice, an institution so nobly aided by 
Americans by the contribution of count- 
less hundreds of ambulances and the 
men to handle them, has been marvel- 
ously developed, thanks to American 
ingenuity and foresight.”’ 

M. Godart spoke in praise of the work 
done by independent war relief organ- 
izations, the Y. M. C. A., and Knights 
of Columbus. He made especial refer- 
ence to the American Committee for 
Devastated France, of which Miss Anne 
— is the founder and sponsor. 

The American troops had made a 
notable impression on the French people, 
said M. Godart, who was a member of 
the French official. party which at- 
tended the funeral services for the first 
three American soldiers killed on French 
At the beginning of the war 
M. Godart was the Deputy from Lyons, 
a French industrial centre. With other 
Deputies he was enrolled for active 
service in the French Army, and de- 
spite his. fifty.odd years he saw service 
at the front with an ambulance unit 
until recalled to erie in an offictal 
capacity.

West End Avenue 
notified the army headquarters that on 
Sunday. she had motored to Pelham Bay 
and had encountered a score of unau- 
thorized’ men and women, widely scat- 
tered along the road, all asking for 
money in the name of the Salvation 
Army and extending pie tins as the em- 
blem of the Salvationists, .ho have 
made the American ple’ famous in 
France. <A well-dressed woman on a 
subway train in Brooklyn was making 
a very profitable trip when she ap- 
proached a real Salvationist’ and was 
promptly exposed. The officers report 
that bogus collectors with pie plates have 
made their appearance in certain resi- 
dential districts. 

‘“* All Salvationists are either in uni- 
form or equipped with credentals signed 
by the proper officials,’’ said Colorel 
Mcintyre. 

The contractor who put up the giant 
scoreboard at Wall and Broad Streets 
neglected to build also a way to reach 
one side of the giant scales which the 
uplifted hand of Justice holds aloft and 
where the figures denoting the progress 
of the drive should appear.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Representa- 
tives of the League for National Unity 
conferred with ‘leaders in Congress to- 
day and appealed to them to use their 
influence to elect men to Congress next 
November who would stand for ‘‘ war 
till victory.’’

New Government Plant at Fox Hills 
Can Care for 3,000 Patients. 





The new United States Base Hospital’ 


at Fox Hills, Staten Island, three miles 
and a half from St. George, wa’ prac- 
tically finished yesterday, with accom- 
modations for 3,000 sick and wounded 
men and provision for an increased 


number of beds. 

The plant at present consists of seven- 
ty-five buildings, streets and sewers, 
and a railroad connecting with St. 
George. The buildings are laid out to 
allow for indefinite expansion. Provi- 
ion could be made in a short time for 
6,000 patients. It will be policed for the 

resent a 250 infantrymen from’ Camp 
Georgia. Patients arstving od hos- 
pital ships will be removed to cars and 
taken directly to. the hospital building 
in which they are to stay. 

The plant as it now exists was built in 
three months, under the direction of 
Colonel C. A. Simonds. A record for 
speed is claimed for some parts of the 
work, and on Thursday an effort will 
be made to establish a record for 
speed in the construction of a building 
180 feet long and 30 feet wide.. Under 
the schedule, 200 workmen are expected 
in five hours to dig the holes, lay the 
pile. foundations, run/up the building, 
put in the steam-heating apparatus, con- 
nect the sewers, and equip the building 
in other respects.

CLOTH SPONGERS ON STRIKE 


Defection of Workers Will Delay 
Army Uniforms, Employers Assert. 

More than 350 cloth spongers and ex- 
aminers employed in thirty-three fac- 
tories in. this city which are turning out 
-cloth for the Government went on strike 
yesterday and refused to return to work 
while their, demands. were submitted to 
arbitration,. although. they knew that 
uniforms hon 0 be delayed for the 
army, according to a statement made 
last night by Edward Fillmore, Presi- 
dent of the Textile Finishers’ Associa- 
tion. 

Mr. Fillmore said that the strikers, 
who belong to the Cloth Examiners’ and 


Spongers’ Union, had demanded an in- 
crease of $6:a week in wages. The ex- 
miners were now receiving $20 a week 
and the spongers $24, Mr. Fillmore said, 
while the Government was obtaining 
men for the same work at $22 and $18 
a week respectively, Mr. Fillmore said 
that the association of employers, who 
were in conference yesterday with the 
leaders. of the strike at the Hotel Mc- 
Alpin, offered an increase of $2 a week, 
pending arbitration by the Federal au- 
thorities at Washington. The employ- 
ers, Mr. Fillmore — also were willing 
to deposit $6 a week for — man in a 
bank which they would give the work- 
ers if the Arbitration oard decided 
that an increase of $6 should be grant- 
ed. The — would agree to noth- 
ing exce an immediate increase of $6 
a week, tr Fillmore said. 

The meeting was attended by Major 
Charles J. Jones of the Quartermaster’s 
Department, and it is. expected that the 
Nation War Labor Board will intervene 
tomorrow to attempt mediation. 


TO HELP EX-SOLDIERS. 


Sergeant Major Has a Plan to Get 
Them Jobs After the War. 


A plan has been devised by Sergt. 
Major Eugene Greenhut, N. A., sta- 
tioned at Camp Upton, by which the 
surplus of Jabor which will probably 
occur at* the end of the war may be 
met without dislocating the industries 
of the country and without causing 
hardships to the soldiers who return 
from France. . 

Sergeant Major Greenhut proposes 
that the President 7 a permanent 
commission which will undertake to ob- 
tain profitable work for all honorably 
discharged soldiers, sailors, and ma- 
rines. The commission, which will be 
composed of representatives of all 
branches of industry, will allot the men 
to the industries where vacancies occur 
and for which they are suited. 

If after the allotment of soldiers is 
made .there are more than 100,000' sol+ 
diers without positions, the commission 
should recommend that Congress au- 
thorize the opening of farming lands for 
agricultural ——— — of which more 
than 200,000,000 acres are available. 
Upon re-enlistment for five years in an 
army. for agricultural restoration an 
honorably discharged soldier would ob- 
tain part ownership ofthe land to which 
his division is allotted. Each division, 
consisting of 27,152 men, should have 
4,345,000 acres, which would allow 160 
acres for each man. The,expense of the 
division and the profits should be held 
in common and divided among the mem- 
— of the division according to their 
rank.

PASTOR WAGNER DEAD. 


He Declared Against Quiet While 
German Iniquity Lasts. 


PARIS, May 13.—Pastor Charles Wag- 
ner, author of the widely known book, 
‘“‘The Simple Life,’’ is dead at his home 
here. He was 67 years old. — 


Pastor Wagner, one of the leading ex- 
ponents of ‘‘the simple life,’’ about 
which his book is based, began his 
career as a clergyman in Alsace, after 
the war of 1870. Several years later he 
moved to Paris, where he achieved fame 
as a scholar and preacher. He had been 
a student at Strasburg during the 
Franco-Prussian War, and as he said in 
a message he sent to America last year, 
praising the spirit of Alsace, he had 
seen the beginning of the new and pain- 
ful era for Alsace. He discovered that 
if he remained there he would be noth- 
ing more than a ‘corporal’ to the 
Emperor, so he left, refusing to be a 
‘* spiritual gendarme.”’ 

Last week Pastor Wagner sent a mes- 
sage to the American people warning 
against a German 52 and declaring 
that ‘‘ to go on leading a quiet fe. when 
iniquity is flooding the earth is to be- 
come an accomplice of iniquity.’’... The 
message made an especial appeal to 
petitsete.

‘people of Russia are not represented, 
est misled by. these Bolsheviki. The 
Russian peasant and the good workers, 
who arg in the majority, are honest 
@nough to have good faith in their lead- 


-ledd them,. when they have been so 
ointed in their best men and 


them. I believe that the Russian people 
are in“the same position as they were 
at the time when, unfortunately, I was 
there, for a Russian subject never had 
the right to think for himself. First, 
he was ordered how and what to think 
by the Czar’s Government, then by a 
temporary provisional Government (with 
the slight difference of a promise) he 
was led ‘to think -that he was getting 
liberty and recognition of his man- 
hood. Now they are in the old position 
where theré are no promises, but simply 
orders which come not from a Russian 
but from a Prussian gentleman. But 
the trouble is that a Prussian gentie- 
man has no gentle blood. 

The situation in Russia is bad. The 
people of Russia need leaders. But 
leaders who understand what they are 
saying when they appeal to their. allies 
for help. Not such leaders as Keren- 
sky, who, after he had lost Riga be- 
cause he had dismissed discipline from 
the army, said: ‘“ Where is the Britisn 
Navy? Why are they not helping Rus- 
sia? Russia has struggled enough dur- 
ing this war, and is not receiving the 
proper support.”’ Russia needs leaders 
who could not raise such arguments in 
time of war, realizing full well that Ger- 
man propaganda is plentifully repre- 
sented in Russia, and will immediately 
take advantage—offering from an enemy 
more support than they are receiving 
from their own allies. 

The people of Russia are entitled to 
support and help, and it seems to me 
that the most importagt help is that 
which will ¢gstablish Russia as a nation, 
under the protection of democracy. Rus- 
sia needs leaders who shall have sup- 
port, in an advisory capacity, from a 
number of men who represent each of 
her allied nations. I do not see why it 
should take so long for the Russian 
leaders to draw up a Constitution, or 
why they should establish such a num- 
ber of political parties. For it is a fact 
that instead of a Constitution, Russia 
has been burdened with political parties. 
If the United States, Great Britain, 
France, Belgium, Italy, and Japan each 
should spare just a few men who should 
build up a commission for the purpose 
of helping the people of Russia to es- 
tablish a provisional Government, a 
standing army decently paid, with due 
consideration that their families must be 
protected against starvation, a@ proper 
division of land to each soldier and his 
family, a liberal Constitution, a secured 
position from which to drive Germany 
from Russian territory and to fight for 
democracy, the results will be satisfac- 
tory. 

It is necessary in Russia to have a po- 
litical party. Let them establish, through 
the guidance of this joint commission, a 
political party which shall be called 
something like ‘‘ Russian Démocratic 
Party,’ with a platform which shall rep- 
resent the best ideals of all the parties 
now in existence. Socialism is not a 
food to feed to the Russian people. I 
believe that they are now convinced of 
the misrepresentations of sdcialistic 
ideas. Russia needs a party at present 
which everybody can feel that he must 
join, that it is his duty*to join. I do not 
believe that the Russian people (except 
possibly a number of leaders) are in 
favor of a number of parties, which can 
only weaken the ability to secure de- 
mocracy, for they stand for a victory 
which will bring them democracy, and 
were it not for German propaganda they 
would certainly understand what democ- 
racy really means and that democracy 
can be-procured through the Allies only, 
not through the success of the Kaiser. 

Russia must be helped ‘morally and 
commercially to overcome the difficul- 
ties which were brought in by socialistic 
and anarchistic ideas, the results of 
which she now sees. If any socialistic 
ideas could help Russia, then they should 
have them. But Russian people are dis- 
tinctly religious,,and I do not believe 
that they can derive any benéfits from 
any such system which abandons itself 
to propositions of freé love and to the 
denial of the existence of a God. How- 
ever, an idea is not the property of a 
political party. Russia m see that 
she is supported by men of ideas, and 
not by parties, 

I believe that Russia can get together 
a good strong army, but I'do6 not believe 
she has enough officers for it. It would 
be a great heip if the allied nations 
could spare enough officers to gtilde the 
Russian officers how to manage their 
military affairs. I believe Russia will 
trust the Allies a great deal more than 
Germany or her allies. If it is true that 
the Russtan people are afraid of Japan, 
then I am sure this is also @ part of 
German propaganda. <A _ substantial 
army from Japan will gladly be wel- 
comed by the people of Russia, (cer- 
tainly exclusive of the Bolsheviki and 
the Germans,) and I do not believe they 
feel less friendly to Japan now than they 
did toward Germany béfore the war.

* *.* You remember my writing you 
from down near Rheims: Well, on 
the afternoon of the 25th of March 
word came from the commandant 
of the group, Captain Ormond, “leave 
in half an hour.“ Well, we did and did 
some tall ‘hurrying to do it, and went up 
to Montdidier.. Perhaps you have been 
reading a little about Montdidier. We 
were at the camp at Meslin St. George, 
just about ten miles west. That night 
we stayed at Montdidier. Had supper 
and slept there, and the next morning 
out over the lines. 

The night we had dinner in Montdidier 
at the big hotel, (I have forgotten the 
name,) the town was packed with 


refugees just streaming in, poor devils, 


pushing baby carriages filled with their 
worldly belongings and the _ steady 
stream of French and Einglish camions, 
autos, big guns going up—more traffic 
than that town had ever seen before. 
* * * Our officers in the meantime 
had gotten us all billeted in various 
houses and after dinner we went around 
hunting up our rooms. Every one had 
to be out on the field at 6 A. M., rain 
or shine, and as each man would come 
in he would go right over to the Com- 
mandant’s Office and make a report of 
what he had seen and immediately this 
information would be telegraphed or 
rather phoned to G. H. Q. Never have 
I-seen so much going on. The linés—no 
trenches, just open work—were just a 
heavy wave of white and black smoke, 
mostly white, the boches just coming 
up in hordes, the lines changing every 
half hour, but no one excited at all and 
work going “on despite alterations. 

That night and the next we stayed in 
Montdidier, then the next day at noon 
we left for another camp between Senlis 
and Crepy en Valois, and that night 
the boches took Faverolles, just the other, 
side of Montdidier, and that same after- 
noon Montdidier. * * * 

Down at the old camp, between Crepy 
and Senlis, we kept on working just 
about the same, two patrols a day, as a 
rule, and then, the 28th, Captain Or- 
mond sent me up north to talk with the 
English around Amiens, because I spoke 
English and French. Rotten day it was, 
and I took my old bimitrailleuse, 220 h. 
p., anid went up and had a long talk 
with them, gave them all the informa- 
tion I had, and they gave me all of 
theirs. Captain Ormond had given mé 
letters introducing me to whom it might 
concern, and so I talked with a lot of 
Colonels, Captains, Majors, &c., and 
then left for home. 

Thought I'd follow the line back, and 
did for a while, the clouds only being 
jabout 800 to 1,000 feet high, and a lot 
of mist and no sun at all. First thing I 
knew, out of the clouds came four boche 
monoplanes, and we manouevred for 4 
while, and then I sent one of them 
down in flames, but by that time the 
other three got around me, and I had 
to go up into the cloyds to get away 
from them, climbed about 2,000 feet, but 
couldn’t find the sun, so came down, my 
compass just spinning like a top, as the 
ordinary compass’ does always in the 
clouds or mist. 

When I came down I was all balled 
up, but the monoplanes had gone, so J 
went down and shot up camions, &c. Got 
a staff car coming along.the road, and 
he burst into flames, the boches shooting 
all the time with shrapnel and machine 
gun at me from the ground. Well, 
again I went up to try and get the sun, 
and again I came down completely lost, 
always the same story, dive on some ar- 
tillerv or machine gun, and then up 
into the clouds. 

Finally the fifth time I went up 
through the clouds I found the sun. 
Well, you never had anything look so 
good in all your life, because you see, 
then, I didn’t care whether my com- 
pass went or not. I put the sun on my 
left; it was midday and I knew I was 
going home, * * * For half an hour I 
ran that~way and never saw the 
ground, just a solid platform of white, 
beautifully white, clouds, and when I 
came down through them I was out 
over the Atlantic Ocean, or rather the 
North Bea, with my motor going in fits 
and starts. I managed to make line 


and set her down at an English ficld.

They took me into the bureau and 
there I explained who I was, and so on, 
showing my letters from Captain Or- 
mond, and the Major commanding im- 
mediately gave me a plane, a two- 
seater, and a pilot, and sent me right 
over to General Headquarters of the 
Royal Flying Corps, where I was taken 
in to see Major Gen. G., who is in com- 
mand of the R. F. C., and he made me 
sit down and wanted my story. I 
showed him my papers and gave him 
all the information we had—which he

After dinner—and a wonderful dinner 
it was—General G.—it was raining by 
that time—sent me back to Paris in a 
ripping good staff car. And from Paris 
the —* morning I got a 6 o’clock train 
out to Crepy en Valois, and from there 
phoned for a tractor. 

They had had no word from me and 
supposed mé brought down. I talked 
with Captain Ormond, and then he said, 
“‘Hurry up and get lunch and we will 
go down and see the big fellows and 
tell them all about it.” So down we 
went and had quite a talk with the 
General and a lot of French command- 
ants, Colonels, and heaven only knows 
who all. They seemed sort of glad to get 
the maps and made me tell the whole 
story. So there you are.

{Thoughts of the Older — : 


on the Course of the Empire. 





To the Bator of The New York mes: 

The subject of this war has been and 
is a matter of much and serious thought 
and worry to me, a German born, but @ 
100 per cent. American for more than 
fifty years, and, believing that there are 
many more Germans in this country of 
like féeling—yes, and in Germany as 
well, only the latter cannot give expres- 
sion to the gentiments which I will at- 
tempt to express in the following: 

It is certain that because of my ap- 
pearance in this world about seventy~ 
nine years ago, I escaped the opportu- 
nity to imbibe of the twentieth century 
German Kultur, thank the Lord. 

I left Germany in 1862, at which time 
Germany consisted of some twenty-nine 
kingdoms, dukedoms, and other appella- 
tions. Germany at that time was the 
derision of all nations. 

On my arrival in this country I en- 
listed in the army to do my part in pre- 
venting the seceding of the Southern 
States. I was then a believer in the re- 
publican form of government, and I did 
not want any of the States to leave the 
Union, and thus perhaps bring about 
conditions as they existed in Germany 
at that time. I admit that I was glad 
when, as a result of the war of 1870, 
Germany became united, not dreaming 
that it would ever usé its power as it 
has since 1914, because {t was not in the 
nature of the German ple, as I 
knew them and as Ameficans knew 
them, prior to the advent of this war. 

It appears to me that the change in 
the younger element of Germans has 
been brought about by the ruling party, 
landowners (Junkers) and the military 
autocracy, who have led the younger 
generations of Germans to believe in 
and acquiesce in whatever the German 
Government dictates, because of fear 
and many years of paternalism on the 
part of the Government, combined with 
military despotism, which has brought 
the laboring classes of Germany to a 





condition of serfdom as comiplete as the | 
Russian peasants ever were. 

In contrast to the results of German 
consolidation, we have today a United 
States of America, consisting of forty- 
eight States, all the people united for 
right and justice, of which they have 
already given many evidences, as for 
instance, in the cases of Cuba, Porto 
Rico, the Philippines, China, and e« 
number of other countries. 

The great success of the Third Lib- 
erty Loan is the strongest kind of evi- 
dence that the people of all. sections 
ef the country are firmly — 
to win this war. 

At the time the — treepe en- 
tered Belgium and the truth of the 
savagery of these troops in Belgium 
was established, I felt certain that 
sooner or later America would come 
in on the side of the Allies—oh, that it 
might have Seen sooner—or at least 
prepare for this event. 

I have seen repeatedly in the press 
expressions of wonder that the people 
of Germany do not revolt against their 
Government. They would not have the 
slightest chance of success if they did. 
But let the Allies enter German ter- 
ritery and the world will see a revo- 
lution which will be short, and will 
‘end the régime, of the ‘ Potsdam 
gang ’’ and of this Gevilish war, and, 
I hope, of all war for all time. 

Talk of peace by treaty! Treaty with 
the devil! He will have yeu by hook or 
by crook. 

Nothing dut a crushing victory will 
accomplish the aims of the Allies or the 
aims of tie civilized world, and to this 
end the American people must dedicate 
their all if need be. 

My reason for writing this letter is to 
do what I can to obtain for all peoples 
the right to “‘ Life, liberty, and the pur- 
suit of happiness.”” The first two I have 
found in America, the latter I am still in 
pursuit of, 

As there ts not and can not be such an 
individual as a German-American, I 
sign as

Te the Editor of The New York Times: 
I have just learned of an article in 


your paper (Feb. 24, 1918,) in which the | 


Grand Orient of France is the object of 
notice based upon fnaccurdctes. 

it is not our custom to reply to at- 
tacks of this nature. But on account 
of the circumstancés, and also con- 
vinced that your good faith has been 
imposed -upon, I request permission to 
refute the allegations of the author of 
this article. 

In the first place, you should know 
that M. €aillaux has never been a Frée- 
mason, and that, consequently, he has 
played no role in the Grand Orient of 
France. 

On the other hand, M. Méline and 
Maréchal Joffre do belong to the Grand 
Orient of France. 

The author of the article speaks of 
our by-laws like one who has never réad 
them, for it would be, indeed, difficult 
to find among them an interpretation 
of principles similar to those which he 
ascribes to us. 

We are, he says, atheists and ma- 
terialists. Now, here is what the first 
article of our constitution says: 

Freemasonry has for its principles mut- 

ual forbearance, respect for ethers and for 
itself, and the ahgelute HMberty of con- 
science. 

So that you may better understand us 
I send you inclosed a pamphiet: ‘‘ The 
Freemasonry of the Grand Orient of 
France.”’ 

We are, he also says, at the service of 
a political party.: Nothing is more false. 
In the Grand Orient of France all 
factions of republican opinion are rop · 
resented—Democratic Republicans, Radi- 
cals, Radical Socialists, Independent 
Socialists, and Unified Socialists are 
united in our lodges in order to work 
together for the emancipation of human 
intelligence, for the independence of 
peoples, and for the social happiness of 
humanity. 

But there is another allegation which 
has grieved us. still more because it is 
monstrous: It is that which consists 
in representing us as not having fulfilled 
our duty toward our country. I would 
simply answer it by sending two official 
documents emanating from the Grand 
Orient of Francé and which you will find 
herewith inclosed: Our Circular of Dec. 
18, 1914, and our Circular of Dec. 9, 
1917. I have chosen them from two 
widely separated epochs so that you may 
understand that our patriotic attitude 
has not variéd in the course of this ter- 
rible War. 

I rely on your courtesy to print this 
letter, which constitutes a reply to the 
allegations of the author in the article 
in question. 

Pray receive, Monsieur le Directeur, 
the assurance of my distinguished con- 
sideration.

The first document mentioned in the 
letter contains a hurmber of communica- 
tions to the press: 

Aug. 2, 1914.—The Grand Orient of France 
and the Grand Lodge of France, in the 
name of French Freemaéons, thank the 


Government for having tried all that was 
compatible with national dignity in the in- 
terest of world peace. 

French Freemasonry would stili hope 
that the diplomatic efforts ef the Govern- 
ment of the republic will bring about a 
peaceful solution; but, whatever may be 
the result of the negotiations undertaken, 
it pledges its entire devotion. 

Vive la France! 

Vive.la Patrie! 7 
Twenty-four hours later Germany de- 
clared war on Irance, and on Aug. 4 
the Grand Orient, through its President, 
addressed the following letter to Pre- 
mier Viviani: 

I have the honer te mnform you that the 
Grand Orient of France, faithful interpreter 
of the patriotic sentiments of French Free~- 
masonry, renews the assurance of cur en- 
tire devotion te the ‘Government - ‘of the 
republic. 

As it did in 1870, it places its premises 
‘at the disposition of the Government. 

Vive la France! 

On Aug. 7, in the course of the de- 
fense of Liége, the Grand Orient of 
Franoe sent the following dispatch to 
the Grand Orient of Belgium: 

‘The Grand Orient ef France, through 
its friends ef the Grand Orient of Bel- 
sium, warmly congratulate the brave and 
heroic Belgian nation, whose proud and 
courageous attitude is hailed with respect 
and enthusiasm by all Frenchmen. 

On Dec. 18 the Council of the Order 
passed a resolution condemning German 
Freemasons for having become thé 
dupes of their Government, énding with 
the words: ‘‘ Vive la France! Vivent 
les Alliés!’’ 

The document of Dec. 9, 1917, is an 
Order in Council addressed by Presi- 
dent Corneau to all Freemasons. It 
declares that the present war is a 
continuation of that begun in 1789 with 
the French Revolution to decide the 
question “Which is right: Truth or 
falsehood, good or evil, liberty or au- 
tocracy.”’ 

It declares: 

The return ef Alsace-Lerraine te the 
mother country ie @ probdiem much more 
Burepean than French, witheut which so- 
lution Europe can never be pacific with = 
durable peace. The annexation ef Alsade 
Lorraine has breught misfertune upen 
Burope. Ite disannéxatieon is both a sym- 
bol and a guarantee of safety. 

The document praises President. Wil- 
son for having placed-the war upon a 
great moral basis: 

Moral truth is alone capable of purifying 
conflicts, The eritente of the allied nations 
will augment ft, and their tommon pre- 
gram will realise it all the more, as it 
will be inscribed in the spirit of the Gev- 
ernments as in the conscience of the poo· 
plés. 

And it ends with the words: 

“Let us lift up our souls. Let us 
cleave to the implacable and serene de- 
cision which made brothers of all our 
citizens in August, 1914. The same de- 
siré animates us. We must fan its 
flame in every heart. Never have we 
néedéd more calmness, a holy union, 
discipline. Never has the legend in- 
scribed on the glorious old banner of the 
Grand Orient of France been more true: 
One for all—all for one.’ ”’

A FRENCH “CELEBRATION. 


How New York Welcomed the Firet 
French Republic. 


To:the Bdétor of The New York Times: 

You expressed well in today’s issue of 
Tux Trums our enthusiastic cordiality 
for the French Chasseurs Alpins and 
the Anzacs. You compared it with the 
appeal made by the Frenchmen of Revo- 
lutionary days, and that of our own men 
returning from the wars of 1812, 1861; 
and. 1898. 

Possibly even a closer comparison 
might be made with the celebrations 
held throughout the United States on 
the anniversaries of the fall of the 
monarchy in France, French freedom 
was declared by their National Assem- 
bly on Sept. 21, 1792. The first anni- 
versary in New York was prevented by 
the yellow fever which raged, primarily 
in Philadelphia, in September, 1793; but 
in the following year enthusiasm was 
great. 

Several “ uniform companies ” met at 
“‘ Citizen Hunter’s Hotel,” (formerly 
Corre’s Hotel, at 69 Broadway, just 
below Rector, Street,). and- drank toasts 
in honor of the day. Patriotism ahd 
partisanship ran high in those years of 
“* Jacobinism,”’ which flourished in New 
York as welt as Paris, stimulated by a 
war between France and England which 
threatened to involve the United States. 
Scme of the toasts in the 17984 celebra- 
tion of French freedom show the spirit 
and temper e@the time, and any one of 
these might be used verbatim today. As 
published in The Daily Advertiser ot 
Sept. 24, 1794, these were: 


May the banners of freedom be perma- 
nently displayed In the’ ruin of despotism. 

The National Convention ef France—May 
the wisdom of their councils convince pos- 
terity that the virtuous representatives ef 
a free people is [are] the rock of thefr 
political salvation. 

May the present thirst for equal lIfberty 
extend its happy influence through every 
country and nation on\the globe. 

May all the nations of the earth drink 
deep of the cup of Nberty without a 
intoxicated. 

May every emigrant to this country be- 
come a real American in principle. 

The Tammany Society 

cratic then as now, celebrated “ with 

the patriots of France in this city,” 
and among the toasts which they re- 
sponded to were the following, printed 
later in the same newspaper: 


May the arms of France destroy the 
thrones of despots and secure the liberties 
of Europe.

The punctuality of the French Republic 
terrible to tyrants.

Scandinavia, but Not There. —

PUBLIC OPINION IN NORWAY DUR- 
ING THE WAR. 

When, on the 4th of August, 1914, 
Engfand declared war upon Germany a 
feeling of relief prevailed from one end 
to the other in otr country. The most 
enlightened people saw in this act a 
guarantee against seizure of our ports 
by Germany, which act inevitably would 
have thrown us into the war. 

Norway, as one of the foremost mari- 
time countries of the world, instinctively 


coerce the weaker nations—a fact which 
has been amply confirmed by practical 
experience. 5 
Since the outbreak of the war the 
great majority of the Norwegian nation 
has sided with the Entente. The few 
who upheld Germany be found 
among officers actuated by their 
appreciation of Gérmany’s military 
organization than by a feeling of sym- 
pathy—as well as among engineers, 
physictans, and other practitioners be- 
ing graduated from German high 
schools, universities, and hogpitals. * * * 
The siege of Liége caused the utmost 
excitement in Norway, and as the Ger- 
mans advanced through Belgium and 
Flanders the indignant feeling in- 
creased. However, faith in the destiny 
of France never lost, even at the 
moment of the German march against 
Paris. 
new violation of the inter- 
national law and the laws of humanity 
by the Germans . lesséned’ whatever 
Norwegian sympathies existed for the 
latter nation.. The torpedoing ‘of the 
Lusitania, the Belgian deportations, the 
execution, of Miss Cavell, the nuitiber- 
less brutal violations of which the Ger- 
man Army has made itself responsible, 
awoke among the Norwegian nation 
high indignation and the respect for the 
Germans fell considerably. This is 
particularly noticeable among the pop- 
ulation interested.in, maritime matters. 
However, it is the submarine war that 
contributed more than anything else to- 
ward awakening a bitter feeling in Nor- 
way against everything German. How 
coulé it. be otherwise when évery day 
brings us news of the loss of Norwegian 
vessels and Norwegian crews? Net 
only. hy-.the mere: fact of ing 
but also by shelling of the lifeboats 
after these have left the sinking craft.’ 
In the hear future there will appear in 
the French language compiled briefs 
duly sworn to in the Admiralty. courts 
relating the most outrageous sinkings 
perpetrated by German submarines and 
affecting, Norwegian merchantmen. A 
complete collection of this evidence has 
already been published in the Norwegian 
language,.and will constitute a lasting

and conclusive proof of the cruel and 
wild manners of the submarine . com- 
manders toward peaceful sailors of a 
neutral country. Their affidavits will 
impart the most vivid pictures of the 
tragedies enacted on the high seas. . 

As @ result of the submarine war, Nor- 
way has lost up to the present day 
around 800 vessels, reprasenting 1,500,000 
tons, which Iogs at the present price 
of tonnage represents in money loss 
approximately $400,000,000. More than 
1,000 Norwegian men have perished. 
Taking the proportional population of the .. 
two countries into thie 
equals 26,000 men if Norway could have 
counted the same number of {inhabitants 
as Germany. This number probably 
exceeds the total German losses on the 
high seas sfnce the Daginning of the 
war. The purpése pursued in condtot- 
ing the submarive war ih euch a savage 
way has not omy been to inflict dam- 
ages upon us ehd upon the Allies By 
sinking the greatest possible number of 
vessels but also to frighten our aeilors, 
and in this way thinking to bring our 
navigation to a stop. 

The plan has been ¢ complete failure, 
as the rescued sailors offered théir sery- 
ices again as soon as they .reached 
home. In fact, at the present time 
thousands of seamen are awaiting the 
opportunity to embark. ; 

Germany has not been satisfied with 
waging the submarine war upon us. 
German agents have committed many 
hostile acts and have violated our neu- 
trality within our own borders. Not 
only was our country invaded by Ger- 
man ¢pies, but couriers of the German 
‘Foreign Office availed themselves for 
many months of their diplomatic privi- 
leges to introduce into our country ex- ‘ 
plosives. and hundreds of bombs which 
were intended to be placed on board our 
ships and probably also to blow up 
bridges and ships in case of war. Ger- 
man agents carrying pestiferous mi- 
crobes and poisons have also been ar- 
rested in Norway. * * ¢ 

One of the greatest difficulties which 
will . confront Germany immediately 
after the war will be exactly that of 
importing foodstuffs and raw matertals, 
while at the same time her manufact- 
urers hardly will be in a position to 
meet the competition. owing to the 
heavy taxes and to the scarcity of labor 
which will prevail, 

A migratory movement: of German tn- 
dustry toward Denmark, where Ger- 
man manufacturers backed by German 
capital are erecting factories and cre- 
ating business enterprises, is ‘already 
in evidence. The same applies to Swe- 
den, where German capital was largely 
invested even before the war. As re- 
sards Norwey, a large past of German 
capital invested in this couritry ‘has 
been withdrawn, and we should see to 
it that it does not return. Being se- 
cured against invasion ef German capi- 
tal fs the most important economical 
question for the a. Our fn- 
terests suggest advisability of 
oloser intellectual and econontic rela- 
tions with the countries of Western Eu- 
rope and the United States. It is from 
these countries that we should réceive 
our impulses and inspirations—it is with 
these countries that. we should enter 
into closer contact. Our interests have 
always pointed toward the west, toward 
the seas, and beyond the seas.

If 
the writers of these articles had con- 
fined themselves to thus depicting only 
the agricultural districts a truer esti- 
mate of the present condition of the 
country as a whole might have been 
formed; for the farmers of Ireland un- 
doubtedly share with the farmers of 
Great Britain, the farmers of America, 
the resulte of the present high prices 
for all agricultural products. 

The change which has been brought 
about by the effect of the Land Pur- 
chase Acts, through which two-thirds of 
the land in Ireland is now in the hands 
of the occupiers, combined with the re- 
sults of up-to-date agricultural educa- 
tion, have revolutionized rural Ireland 
and have made her one of the chief food 
suppliers to the Allies during the war. 

It is hard for people to believe that 
in normal times, before the war, Ireland 
was exporting to Great Britain food to 
the same amount of value as that sent 
over by the United States of America, 
1. @., £88,000,000. Since that time that 
amount has been largely increased every 
year; last year 750,000 extra acres were 
brought under tillage.

“AGAINST COMMON JUSTICE” 


Protest Says Proposed Law Would 
Impose Unjust Burden on Con- 
servative Management. _. 


Walter E. Frew, Chairman of the 
Clearing House ‘Committée of the New 
York Clearing House Association, made 
public yesterday’ a copy of a protest 
made against the passage of Senate 
Bill 4,426,. which provides for the guar- 
antee of bank deposits, This protest 
has been signed by every. one of the 
fifty-eight members of the association, 
and copies have been forwarded to Sena- 
tors and Congressmen representing the 
State of New York, and to members of 
the Banking and Currency Committees 
of both Houses. 

* Senate Bill 4,426 now pending in the 
United States Senate,’’ the protest says, 
“puts a premium upon incompetence. 
It proposes that the Government of the 
United States guarantee all deposits in 
national banks of $5,000 and less, and 
that the Government guarantee up to 
$5,000 in all deposits in excess of that 
amount; of course this guarantee is to 
be made good at the expense of the con- 
servatively managed and successful 
banks. 

“Should such a proposition be en- 
acted into law, any national bank, how- 
ever inexperienced its official managers ; 
however limited its capital resources 
compared to the field of its activities; 
however given to risky adventure; how- 
ever venturesome in buying deposits by 
paying excessive rates of interest; how- 
ever wanting in the proven qualities 
which time and experience have shown 
to be indispensable to successful bank 
management, such a bank would, nev- 
ertheless, be able to solicit business, 
truthfully claiming that their deposits 
were protected, as above stated, by the 
combined financial strength of the 
whole national system. Good banks 
would thus be compélled to give of their 
strength to induce the creation of and, 
then to support incompetent rivals. 

“Such a proposition is in violation 
of common justice and common fair- 
ness. The stockholders in a*bank in 
one locality would be mulcted in loss 
to nsate for the mismanagement 
of ban hundreds or even thousands 
of miles distant and over which. no 
mutual control or relationship exists.

a@ very substantial sum .in dredging the 
@hannél to provide access thereto. He 
seid that Richard Lamb, a civil engi- 
neer of 90 West Street, had prepared 
and. would submit to the Municipal Art 
Commission a plan ofthe structure to be 
built by the Pawtucket company on the 
Fifth Street ‘pier- which it. is expect- 
ed will -cost $15,000 -and is to become 
the property of the city at the termina- 
tion of the lease.

DRIVES 359 RIVETS AN HOUR. 


Team at Morse Yards, Brooklyn, 
Worked Under Great Handicap. 


A remarkable record in driving rivets, 
considering handicap under. which’ 
the men wor , Was made at the Morse 
Dry Dock and Repair Company’s plant 
in South Brooklyn. yesterday afternoon, 
Bertram Bieber, riveter, and his holder- 
on, Eddie Hesse, with four ee 
drove 1,480 regulation size, -quar- 
ter-inch buttonhead rivets in four hours 
and ten minutes. The men had to work 
under more trying conditions than pre- 
vail at shipbuilding plants, being forted 
to ttavel thirty-four feet for every, 
eighteen riveta driven, and worked on 
girders on which the rivets were twelve 
inches apart. The men worked faster 
each hour, only slackening. down in ‘the 
last ten minutes. In the first. hour 352 
riverts were driven, in the second 360, 
in Ahe third 861, in the fourth 862, and 
in the Jast ten minutes 45. 

The mark made at the Morse yards is 
far short of the world’s record made by 
RobergFarrant and -his helpers in Lon- 
don 8 last, when 4,267 rivets were 
driven in nine hours, an average o. 
slightly less than 475 rivets an hour, or 
pone rivet every seven and a f sec-. 
onds. 

According to the available — the 
best American record was by 
John Corrigan, a riveter in the ctroit 
shipbuilding plant at Wyandotte, Mich:, 
who drove 8,415 rivets in nine hours. 

Other merican marks were those of 
Edward ibson at the Federal ship- 
‘puilding plant at Kearny,, who. drove 
2,919 rivets in a ship’s flpor in eight 
hours; three Syrians at thé’ Fore River 
plant, who drove 2,805 rivets in the same 
time, and Charles "Schock, at Baltimore, 
2,720 rivets in nine hours. 

The average per hour of the Morse 
workers was 358.75.
